big fellows. But prosperity al- 
ways swells the number of 
mergers and they're on the rise 
now. Stock prices near record 
highs make it easier for compa- 
nies to marry" through exchange 
of stocks. If it is outright pur- 
chase, the jump in profits last 
year gives corporate manage- 
ment the needed cash. 


The business upswing of the 


last four years also lured many 
companies into fields they found 
too tough — and the way out 
often is merger with the suc- 
cessful competitor — or witll a 
cash-rich outsider looking for 
diversification. 


Here is the merger trend: I 


1953 there were around 900; in 
1960 just over 1.000: by 1963 
prosperity swelled the figure to

Align Suppliers 


Small concerns also charge 


that really big ones can line up 
suppliers, especially in time of 
shortages.

Big business stresses that it is 


efficient, that it can do jobs 
small firms can't, take risks 
they

ones can't. Big business also 
contends its greater efficiency- 
holds prices down, offsets rising 
production costs, markets more 
cheaply and dependably. Big 
business says that it often is the 
chief source of orders for small 
firms making parts or materi- 
als, or taking subcontracts as 
big orders are parcelled out. 


But with all the increased 


government 
activity in

courts, many big companies 
seem sure to get bigger, and 
many more big ones may evolve 
from the merger of smaller 
ones, before the trend slows.

"(Article VI) Section 4. Sheriffs, coroners, register of deeds, district attorneys, and all other county 


officers except judicial officers and chief executive officers, shall be chosen by the electors of the 
respective counties once in every two years. The offices of coroner and surveyor in counties having a 
population of 500,000 or more are abolished at the conclusion of the terms of office during which this 
amendment is adopted. Sheriffs shall hold no other office, and shall not serve more than two terms 
or parts thereof in succession: they may be required by law to renew"their security from time to time, 
and in default of giving such new security their office shall be deemed vacant, but the county shall 
never be made responsible for the acts of the sheriff. The governor may remove any officer in this 
section mentioned, giving to such a copy of the charges against him and an opportunity of being heard 
in his defense.

If approved by a 
majority of the votes cast, this amendment wid abolish both the offices in Milwaukee County at the end 
of the terms of those now in those offices and also will abolish such offices in the future in any other 
county when it has a population of 500,000 or more.

Delayed by Cold Weather 


SIDNEY, Iowa (APt — One 


of nature's mysteries has be- 
come a breathtaking spectacle 
in southwest Iowa and north- 
west Missouri. 


It is the annual migration of 


geese and ducks to their arctic 
nesting grounds. 


Because of bitter cold weather 


and deep snow northward along 
the Missouri River and into the 
Canadian 
prairie 
provinces, 


much of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere's geese and duck popula- 
tion has concentrated in this 
area. 


"It is a sight all should see." 


said Wesley C. Newcomb of Des 
Moines. a U.S. game manage- 
ment official. 


Field upon field of corn is ei- 


ther white with the blue and 
white geese or black with ducks. 
The ground seems to billow and 
heave as the birds search for 
grain. 


Newcomb 
estimated 
there 


were 300.000 geese in the Squaw 
Creek National Wild Life Ref- 
ug in northwest Missouri, south 
of here, and 250.000 in this area. 


"When you consider there are 


also over a million ducks in this 
delayed migration, you have a 
remarkable 
situation."' New- 


comb said. 


A sudden noise and thousands 


of birds wing skyward, blotting 
out the low King hills beyond. 
They fly north, then suddenly 
swing back south, as though 
meeting some unseen obstacle 
in the sky. The white, frozen 
area to the north, as seen from 
the sky. was the deterrent. 


Once the birds leave the fer- 


tile grain fields of the upper 
Midwest. Newcomb said, "they 
have to depend on small bud- 
ding grass in Manitoba and the 
arctic tundras for food. They 
need some thawing weather up

Q: We have an old farmhouse 


that we've been using summers 
only. Now we want a heating 
system installed, for year-round 
use of the place. What is the 
advantage, if any, in having a 
dry return on a one-pipe steam 
system? 


A: In a dry return, water 


returns to die boiler while still 
hot, requiring little additional 
heat to raise it to the boiling 
point A dry return pipe being 
exposed, a lead is immediately 
visible. A leak in the part of a 
wet return pipe buried under 
the floor may not be discovered 
until all the water in the boiler 
has been lost through the leak, 
or though the constant dropping 
of the boiler water level. 


I suggest having insulation 


installed, as well as heating 
system, to conserve fuel, keep 
temperature inside more stable, 
land cut off drafts.

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The Flight of the Molly Brown 


Officially 
the latest American space 


flight was the Gemini, named from the 
constellation symbol of the twins since it 
is the first United States flight earning 
two passengers. But the ship was dubbed 
the Molly Brown because it is also Gus 
Grissom's second time aloft, and the first 
trip he nearly drowned when his capsule 
sank in the 
Atlantic 
during recovery 


operations. And somehow for Americans 
the Unsinkable Molly Brown is the more 
appropriate name and in keeping with 
oar sense of humor which somehow al- 
ways seems to accompany the most dan- 
gerous exploit. 


The space flights ha\e become almost 


commonplace but they are no less subject 
to human mistakes and mechanical fail- 
ures as the landing indicated. The physical 
and emotional pressure upon the astro- 
nsuts is tremendous. Each time they are 
trying out something new. 
While the 


Russian floating in space outside of the 
capsule was spectacular, the ability of 
Grissom and John Young successfully to 
maneuver the Molly Brown manually out 
of orbit is probably more important for 
future travel. It indicates that the major 
restriction to manipulated space flight is 
shortage of fuel and that this is a problem 
for the future. 


Once again the Americans were ahead 


of the Russians in live telecasts from Cape 
Kennedy of the blast-off and transmission 
from the Molly Brown directly to the 
listening audience during the flight. This 
of course is not a matter of mechanical 
know-how but of willingness to let the 
public share what sometime could be a 
failure as well as the current triumph of a 
successful event. It represents our gov- 
ernmental maturity and philosophy ahead 
of that of the Soviet Union or of Com- 
munism. 


The flight of the Molly Brown was a 


businesslike event without the exclama- 
tions of awe which accompanied earlier 
flights. This is part of the efforts of the 
National Space Aeronautics 
Agency 
to 


emphasize that the manned flights are 
just part of the overall space program 
which includes the latest moon shot and 
various orbiting craft sending out a variety 
of information back to earth. 


But we have come a long way from 


Alan Shepard's first fifteen minute trip 
into the atmosphere during the infancy of 
our space program. However pragmatic 
the authorities may be about the flight of 
the Molly Brown it is still man's insatiable 
curiosity, his seeking ever into the un- 
known and the remarkable courage of 
some which means that we can orbit the 
earth at all. 


Str eamlining G'fy Government 


Recognizing 
the 
need for clear-cut 


delineation of the legislative, executive and 
administrative branches of government— 
and the functions that are inherent to 
them—the Appleton Common Council is to 
be commended for fulfilling its obligation 
and assuming leadership by adopting a 
charter ordinance making the positions of 
four city officials appointive rather than 
elective.

Last week a group of 19 citizens, 
including some with personal political 


ambitions, met and formed a committee to 
promote a referendum. 


The claim of some that rights of the 


electorate are being infringed is extremely 
vulnerable when the basics of the charter 
ordinance are understood: Job qualifica- 
tions will be spelled out for each position: 
Applicants will be given written and oral 
examinations 
by the State Bureau of 


Personnel, an interested but unbiased 
third party; from a list supplied by the 
bureau of the top-ranked applicants, the 
mayor will appoint: No appointment is 
effective until approved by the Common 
Council: And any appointive official can be 
removed 
"for cause" only by a three- 


fourths vote of the Council. 


This is a fair and orderly approach to 


government reform which has been carried

Wisconsin communities in recent years to 
improve efficiency and streamline legisla- 
tive and administrative processes. 


Churches and Segregation 


One of the most remarkable things 


about the civil rights demonstrations in 
Alabama, culminating in the five day 
march from Selma to Montgomery under 
the protection of federal troops, has been 
the involvement of both clergy and laymen 
of various religious faiths. 


The involvement has not been univer- 


sal. In general, many of the churches seem 
to be split between 
conservative 
and 


liberal wings. Both a Roman Catholic and 
an Episcopal bishop in Alabama requested 
rather tartly that outsiders go home and 
take care of the affairs in their own 
pErishes and congregations. But this can be 
interpreted too as a serious concern about 
what will happen in Alabama when the 
outsiders including the federal troops do 
go away and segregationist opinion once 
more is in control. The recent dynamite

in 
Negro 
church 
areas 
are 


evidence of the dangers ahead. 


But it is quite likely that the failure of 


southern churches to do something about 
the denial of civil rights and the use of 
terrorism against any opposition has given 
many church leaders a guilt complex that 
may have been somewhat assuaged in 
taking part in the Alabama demonstra- 
tions. Probablv few northerners actually 


realized the extent of the denial of rights 
or the use of threats of violence to prevent 
insistence upon rights until the death of 
the Reverend James Reeb. 


Participation in the demonstrations also 


seems to be an example of the growing 
realization 
among 
many 
leaders 
of 


Christian. Jewish and Unitarian faiths of 
the need for the churches to bear witness 
in positive fashion to the teachings of the 
brotherhood of man rather than merely 
offering platitudes from the pulpit. The 
ecumenical movement has been part of 
this change. It appears indeed that many 
churchmen and churchwomen have read 
the parable of the seeds and interpreted 
those '•which fell among thorns are they, 
which, when they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares and riches and 
pleasure of this life, and bring no fruit to 
perfection" 
as 
possibly 
referring 
to 


institutions as well as to individuals. 


In many of our churches, this new 


involvement may be a source of resurgence 
of 
importance 
in 
the 
lives of 
many 


members, especially the young. The active 
living of one's religious faith every day 
and in all human activities is a requisite 
for a growing, energetic and 
vigorous 


organization unless one erroneously uses 
the church as an escape from life.

SWIFT RECALLS " 


Ernest F. Swift has spent 


most 
of his adult 
life 
in 


conservation administration of 
one kind or another, starting

barren northern Wisconsin cut- 
over nearly 40 years ago. 


Conservation as a responsi- 


bility of government in the 
1920:s was a comparatively 
new conception. There had 
been some sporadic reforesta- 
tion and a forest protection 
system 
in primitive 
form, 


some 
fish planting, and a 


catch as catch can effort to 
control fish and game harvest 
through the organization of a 
field force of wardens. But 
administration was patternless 
and ineffectual, as the far- 
sighted private citizens inter- 


ested in natural resources 
protection of that time saw it. 


Perhaps the most influential 


of the intellectual authors of 
the reorganized conservation 
administration 
achieved 
in 


1927 
was the late Aldo Leo- 


pold, a world-renowned natur- 
alist who later was one of the 
adornments of the staff of the 
University of Wisconsin. Many 
men of practical affairs col- 
laborated. Among the most 
important of the survivors is 
W. J. P. Aberg, the Madison 
lawyer who was a towering 
figure in Wisconsin conserva- 
tion for four decades. 


Their conception was a staff 


of professional administrators, 
fanked by technicians such as 
foresters and biologists, work- 
ing under the policy direction 
of a guiding commission of six 
members.

What interests me. however, 


are the different reactions of 
people to works of the imagi- 
nation they do not understand. 
Many persons become imme- 
diately indignant: they think it 
is the job of the creator to 
make everything crystal-clear 
on immediate inspection. 


Others deride the work as 


meaningless 
or 
purposely 


cryptic or pretentiously empty. 
Not one person in a hundred 
will blame himself for his 
encrusted habits of mind that 
prevent him from grasping a 
new idea or a novel insight. 


Yet, faced with a mechani- 


cal or scientific object beyond 
their 
comprehension, most 


people either accept its value, 
or at least suspend judgment. 
This is because the scientific 
or technical object seems to 
"work." and thus justifies its 
existence. In our pragmatic 
age. we feel that whatever 
works must somehow be right. 


But this is demonstrably not 


true. Einstein overthrew most 
of the scientific concepts of 
the preceding 300 years; but, 


in a gross and obvious way, 
these concepts "worked" bet- 
ter than his theory. 


Mathematics, for instance, 


is 
the 
exact 
science 
par 


excellence. Yet even in mathe- 
matics, some of the "sim- 
plest"' questions still confound 
the best mathematical minds. 
In the last century., an enor- 
mous effort has been made to 
clear up the chaos in "group 
theory"—and mathematicians 
still can't answer some of the 
basic questions about 
fmi?e 


groups, which raise dozens of 
unsolved problems. 


None of this bothers the 


layman, of course, who is 
wholly unaware of scientific 
complexities and differences. 
When he confronts a work of 
art. however, he wants it to 
have unity, simplicity, coher- 
ence and 
significance—and, 


moreover, he is disturbed if 
the critics disagree about its 
worth. 


"Tiny Alice'' may be a great 


and profound play, or a silly 
and muddled one. I may not 
understand 
it because 
the 


author is confused or because 
I am too limited or too closed. 
Indeed, the author 
himself 


may not "understand" it. and 
yet it may have meanings that 
will reverberate 
for a long 


time. T. S. Eliot cou'd not 
really explicate his "Waste- 
land," which was the most 
influential poem of the twenti- 
eth century. 


We are 
all intellectually 


modest in the presence of 
scientific theories, but intellec- 
tually arrogant when confront- 
ed with artistic inventions. But 
the purpose of art is not to get 
down to our level; rather, it is 
to lure us up to a level beyond 
our ordinary selves.
